A YEAR OF PROGRESS 


MR. CYRIL CARTER’S SPEECH 


The thirty-ninth ordinary general meeting of Carter and 
Co., Ltd., was held on 3lst July at Winchester House, Old 
Broad Street, London, E.C. 


MR. CYRIL CARTER (the Chairman) in the course of 
his speech, said : It has been for us a year of progress in 
many directions. All your companies have been working 
for the full twelve months and all of them have made 
profits. 


THE FUEL WORRY. 


We are worried about fuel, as every manufacturing 
concern must be. So far, we have not actually been held 
up for lack of it and we ought to be in a strong position 
when an accession of labour enables us to increase our 
demands on the fuel supply, in that the things we make are 
either concerned with the very essential industry of building 
or are being exported. 


The export trade of your company before the war was 
not large ; we had developed and become very prominent 
in certain rather specialised activities in the building trade 
inthiscountry. When the war put an end to those activities 
for a time, a substantial export trade was developed by 
those of your companies engaged in the making of tiles, 
and it is our hope to maintain that, and in fact increase it. 
Only one thing prevents us increasing it still more now 
and that is the shortage of labour to which | have referred 
in my printed statement. 


That same shortage has made it necessary for us to 
examine very carefully every possible means of using the 
labour we have in the best way. Ours is not an industry 
which lends itself to mechanisation to anything like the 
extent some others do, and of course we are not in the 
position of an industry which, fully occupied during the 
war, finds itself perhaps even better equipped for pro- 
duction than it was before the war. | want you to know 
that we are giving a lot of attention to these things, with 
a view to equipping our factories for maximum output, 
but it is at times slow work as you will appreciate, because 
deliveries of necessary -machinery and equipment are 
inevitably slow. We still have a lot to do and it will be 
necessary to spend a good deal on rebuilding and re- 
equipment. Part of this is largely taking on from where we 
left off before the war. 


Reference was made last year, as | have already pointed 
out, to the need for considerable expenditure at our 
Stoke-on-Trent factory. We have made a start there, but 
have met with one or two set-backs which have held us up, 
in spite of which the factory has got going again and 
is increasing its output. 


POOLE POTTERY WORKS. 


| have referred already to the Poole Pottery works at 
Poole. This business suffered lamentably during the war 
through the loss of skilled craftsmen and women and it has 
been a slow job training a new generation to take their 
place. Progress has been good and the distinguished wares 
of fine quality, for which the company had made a name 
for itself, are now being produced again for export. In fact, 
of the manufacturing units in the group, an ever-increasing 
contribution is now being made to the export trade (and we 
realise the need to do everything we can to extend that).

It will interest you to know that, although in common 
with other tile makers, we have very much restricted the 
range of our products, with a view to getting the greatest 
possible output, demands for the special work for which we 
are so Well known are gradually increasing and we are 
equipping ourselves by training the necessary craftsmen 
to carry out such work when it can be undertaken and we 
have had sympathetic help from the Government Depart- 
ments concerned in this matter. 


You will note the substantial contribution the subsidiary 
companies have made to the profits of the year. The turn- 
over has increased as labour has been available and that 
must account for the improved position presented to you, 
but costs of fuel and raw materials have risen against us to 
detract from what would have been, otherwise, still better 
results. Labour, too, has taken a larger share in, for 
example, the fact that our people now get twelve days’ 
paid holiday a year, including statutory holidays. 

We are doing everything we can, too, to get more labour. 
We have always realised the importance of what is now 
known as personnel management and were, as a company, 
early in the field in recognising the need for establishing 
the closest possible relationship and understanding with 
those who serve us. The disruption of the war disturbed 
much of that activity which is now being vigorously re- 
established. 


BUSINESSMEN’S RESPONSIBILITIES. 


We feel very strongly the social responsibility that is 
laid on any body of men running a business to-day. There 
is the responsibility for its operating efficiency, especially 
to the shareholders ; there is a social responsibility to the 
workers employed in the business and there is the 
responsibility for making the best possible contribution to 
the needs and welfare of the community and nation. As to 
the first of these, we are doing much to repair the dis- 
turbances caused by the war and to take the utmost 
advantage of the necessity for certain internal re-organisa- 
tion. As tothe second, we are very conscious of the change 
in the basis of relationship between management and 
workers which has taken place. We want to make our 
people feel that it is a good thing to work for us and that, 
in doing so, they are serving the community. We think of 
joint consultation with labour as being of first importance 
and are anxious to help labour to qualify to take a greater 
part in matters connected with production and the running 
of our factories. 


As to our responsibility to the public, we have the 
satisfaction of knowing that the things we make are the best 
of their kind. In design and quality our name stands very 
high. Everything we make is a solid contribution to 
building (to housing or to the rehabilitation of industry) ; 
the only exception being that of Poole Pottery, which is to 
an unfortunately limited extent meeting domestic needs 
and to a still more restricted extent, ministering to the 
aesthetic satisfaction of householders. | wish our general 
contribution could be greater, and | feel that it could be 
if some of the valuable labour and raw material used in the 
making of the trashy stuff made and sold in this country 
to-day could be diverted to something more useful.

His Majesty the King has made an 


Order in Council giving formal 


approval to the CHANGE IN 
TITLE and to alterations in the 


professional designations 


of chartered surveyors. 
These alterations follow the honour con: 
ferred in May, 1946, upon the then “ Char- 
tered Surveyors’ Institution ” by His Majesty 
the King, in commanding that it should 
thenceforward be known as “The Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors.” The 
Order in Council provides that a Fellow of 
the Institution may use after his name the 
initials “ F.R.1.c.s.," and that a Professional 
Associate may use the initials. “ A.R.LC.S.” 
These replace the familiar letters “ F.s.1.” 
and “ p.a.s.1. ” respectively, which have been 
in continuous use since 1881. Each profes- 
sional member of the Institution may in 
addition, subject to the provisions of the 
Bye-Laws, style himself “Chartered Sur- 
veyor.” The profession of surveyor is de- 
fined in the Institution’s Royal Charters as 
the art of determining the value of all de- 
scriptions of landed, mineral and house 
property, and of the various interest therein; 
the practice of managing and developing 
estates: the science of measuring and deline- 
ating the physical features of the earth, and 
of measuring and estimating artificers’ work 
{i.e., quantity surveying).

AN ARCHITECT’S Commonplace 
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Book 
[From Patrick Geddes in India, by Lewis Mumford.] Diseases are 


many, and each involves its special inquiries. But while diseases are many, Health is one—the unity 
of sound mind in sound body. Are we to go on as at present, providing as many remedies as there 
are diseases, and now drugging, now inoculating each other against them all? May there not be 
some better way? Schools of Medicine are as yet still practically destitute of a department for 
co-ordinating their specialisations ; a department concerned with the study of Life in Health. From 
such a study we should rapidly discover a better application of the Laws of Health in our cities. Health 
is no Utopia. As biologists know, and as the finer civilisations have at various times magnificently 
shown us, Health results from living “‘ the good life,” that is a life of normal and full reaction within 
.an adequate environment. Such an adaptation, which has become normal to flower and tree, insect, 
bird and beast, has grown increasingly harder for man to attain since his social grouping has become 
larger and more complex (from rural village to crowded industrial city). Yet, even in our most 
congested cities, examples are never wholly wanting of the highest human perfection of health, vigour 
and beauty, at every phase of life from infancy to age. Let medicine and public health study more 
closely these fine types of health and explain them rationally, instead of merely struggling with the 
various lapses from health which are at present so much more in evidence.

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A BUILDING ENQUIRY? II. 


N our leading article last week we pointed out that 

I a strong case could be made out for a public enquiry 
into the building industry and some essential topics such 

as incentives, materials supply and distribution, the structure 
and size of building firms, productivity and costs were 
indicated. 
The point is, however, that each of these fundamental and 
difficult problems can, in the last analysis, only admit of an 
informed opinion. If the opinion of the committee is to have 
any value, to begin with the committee must have a sufficient 
number of members with no vested interests in any sectional. 
point of view, and secondly, the members of the committee 
must have either plenty of time for study, or a very large and 
hard-working staff at its disposal. If, instead of tackling all 
these difficult problems as subjects for genuine research work, 
and for carefully sifted reports, the committee merely called 
for a number of witnesses, the net result would be a report 
summarising the lowest common opinion among inadequately 
briefed, and for the most part prejudiced, witnesses. 
There is, then, a big job to be done, and one on which a com- 
mittee might usefully sit if adequate research machinery could 
be made available. Exactly a similar problem has faced 
Working Parties set up for other industries, and with complete 
unanimity they have called for statistical and research machin- 
ery to make their task of any permanent value. 
But why set up a new committee at all? What of the Scientific 
Advisory Committee of the Ministry of Works? This Com- 
mittee, presided over by Professor Bernal, has on it such 
distinguished names as Professor Blackett and Dr. Yates ; 
it has had the services of, among other industrialists, Sir 
Ewart Smith and Lord Simon of Wythenshawe. _It has the 
services of a large staff, which has devoted two years entirely 
to research, under Sir Reginald Stradling. Some of its 
results to date are, in fact, of the highest importance. Its 
further reports, over the next twelve months, are likely to be 
even fuller of results, as the data from experimental houses 
become analyzed. All this valuable work is at present more 
or less completely concealed from the public. 
Worse still, there are grave doubts whether the usefulness of 
the great research opportunity of to-day is appreciated by 


_ either the higher policy-makers, or by the industry itself. It 


is not enough for Ministers to see an occasional report ; 
obviously, individual Ministers cannot study every detailed 
document. What is needed is a constant liaison between 
officials, at all levels, dealing with administrative policy, and 
the scientists and economists, with their natural bent for 
“* operational research,” which proved so valuable during the 
war. ‘The industry too can ill afford to neglect co-operation 
with scientists, on whose time there are many other claims 
besides improvement in constructional techniques, and in 
organization of a single industry. 

Not so long ago, Mr. J. F. Eden, of the Chief Scientific 
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Adviser’s division gave a talk to the RIBA in which some of 
the fruitful results of these enquiries, and their very great 
relevance to architectural design and planning of jobs, were 
indicated. Papers and reports such as this should appear 
more frequently. Committees have been constantly meeting 
for two years, to investigate as scientifically as possible, just 
precisely those matters on which any new committee would 


need to form an opinion.

BALKAN BUFFER 

1 am reminded by Mr. Ian MacCallum’s 
delightful photograph (reproduced on 
this page) of a Greek railway buffer that 
Grecian contests were not always con- 
fined to such light-hearted activities as 
throwing the discuss. Nauplia, where 
this photograph was taken, was, when 
I stayed there, a picturesque little port 
set in a countryside dotted with 
Byzantine churches which it was at 
that time my pleasant duty to measure 
up. But it has a long history of wars 
and invasions. Only recently it passed 
a few terrible days and nights when it 
was a key centre for the evacuation of 
our forces from Greece early in the 


_war, and several hundred years ago the 


Greek Railway Buffer at Nauplia. See

island fort in the centre of the harbour 
was the regular scene of even more 
dramatic events. According to local 
legend, when a criminal was sentenced 
to death it was customary to send him 
with his executioner to this island and 
let them fight it out, the survivor 
becoming the executioner for the next 
occasion. In this admirable way the 
odious task of appointing an execu- 
tioner from among the ordinary 
citizens was avoided and the criminal 
had the satisfaction of getting a chance 
of survival coupled with a government 
appointment. 


WHO IS TO BE THE PLANNER? 

One of the disadvantages, or possibly 
merely one of the results, of the paper 
shortage is the difficulty of finding out 
what a great man actually said if he 
said it outside Parliament.

For example, I had been told by 
several people that Mr. Lewis Silkin, 
speaking at the Town and Country 
Planning Summer School on July 21, 
plumped for an administrator as the 
leader of a Planning Authority’s team 
of planfiers; and my informants, who 
were technical men, were - annoyed. 
Having been caught before, I tried to 
obtain Mr. Silkin’s actual words and 
found it very difficult; in fact, I had to 
wait until I saw this JoURNAL’s con- 
densed report last week. 


According to the JourNAL, Mr. Silkin 
did not pour quite so much petrol on 
an already lively bonfire-as I had been 
told. He did, however, say that he 
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thought the leader of the team should 
be chosen primarily for administrative 
abilty and that the rdle should not be 
doubled with that of Town Clerk, 
Borough Engineer, Surveyor or Archi- 
iect. Elsewhere Mr. Silkin says that 
the leader must be able to hold his own 
administratively with the heads of other 
local authority departments, must be a 
man of wide interests and culture and 
may or may not be a qualified town 
planner. Quite often, one feels, not. 


* 


‘It is quite easy to agree with much 
of this until one tries to decide the 
actual planning organisation which Mr. 
Silkin has in mind, and the kind of men 
he would try to recruit. Then the diffi- 
culties begin. As I see it Mr. Silkin 
suggests that, say, a County Borough 
would sometimes or even usually ap- 
point a Planning Administrator who 
would be non-technical. This man 
would be chairman of a team compris- 
ing the Borough Engineer, the Archi- 
tect, Estate Officer, etc. But, who would 
do the planning? Would this be under 
the Engineer or Architect, or under a 
Town Planning Officer with a separate 
Department? Further, if the County 
Borough is a blitzed area, and recon- 
struction a continuing and lively local 
interest, then the Town Clerk must 
often take over the chair from the Plan- 
ning Administrator or be almost over- 
shadowed by him.

On the other hand, if the P.A. is a 
technical man he must do the planning 
himself and to some extent be primus 
inter pares among the technicians. 
Nothing in my view would lead more 
quickly to trouble than to have a tech- 
nical man masquerading as an unbiased 
administrator. P

Sir,—Finding myself some twenty years 
above the average age for Fellows, I denied 
myself the fun of standing once more for 
the recent election to the RIBA Council, 
and. need not therefore any longer, I 
suppose, be worried with so-called “ honour- 
able scruples ” with regard to past minutes. 
I can therefore now say out loud how 
foolish the visiting members of the Board of 
Architectural Education recently were, in 
my opinion, in not recommending recog- 
nition, even up to the Intermediate Examin- 
ation,-to the Kingston School of Architec- 
ture at the Kingston School of Art. It is a 
School of about seventy students taking 
courses up to five years of a rather Bauhaus 
kind, under a remarkable teacher, Eric 
Brown, and getting remarkable results if 
not quite on the lines of those wonderful 
RIBA testimonies of studies nor of the 
equally wonderful studies in design recom- 
mended by the Georgian Society. 

-I saw their recent exhibition of work a 
few days after the RIBA Visiting Board 
had paid their own casual visit, and was 
tremendously impressed by it. There was 
a definite break with Beaux Arts tradition 
and a return to fundamentals in the rela- 
tion of design to construction, ofteh illus- 
trated by models, which was very refresh- 
ing and seemed to me more than compar- 
able to the break I engineered at Liverpool 
forty-three years ago from the Victorian 
Gothic Revival stuff then being taught, As 
the RIBA in those days had hardly thought 
of education apart from examinations, 
Liverpool had a pretty easy and straight 
run to complete exemption. Now that the 
Institute seems to have developed a vested 
interest in the architectural forms of yester- 
day, Kingston apparently meets with 
difficulties I did not have to face. 
Needless to say, its ‘students, forced to take 
as well as their own, the Institute’s examina- 
tions, so entering the -profession by what 
I call the back door, all passed either the 
RIBA’s Intermediate or the Final Examina- 
tions. The greater is generally found to in- 
clude the less. 

. Looking in the RIBA Calendar, I find that 
the Liverpool School and the Architectural 
Association received their exemptions from 
the final RIBA examination on the same 
date in 1920. 

CHARLES REILLY 
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ARCHITECTURE FOR DESIGNERS 


Professor Basil Ward, Professor of

Mr. Smith says: “A genuine young 
student architect should be given some 
recognition that he is an architect.” He is 
not an architect until he has satisfied the 
ARCUK of his qualifications, etc., allow- 
ing him to designate himself as such. 
There are many architects who are not in 
private practice who are employed by large 
firms, corporations, and multiple firms, etc., 
who have full control of large maintenance 
staffs, and work carried out by direct 
labour. These architects are doing an excel- 
lent job of work, and many of them are 
responsible for the welfare of the workmen.

RIBA Distinction in Town 


Planning. 
Sir,—The continued lack of information 
re the above Distinction prompted me to 
obtain the following information from the 
RIBA :— 
(1) The number of candidates taking the 
exam. since its inception over two years 
ago is 4. 
(2) No candidate has been successful. 
(3) Full members of both the RIBA and 
the Town Planning Institute (126 in num- 
ber) have been eligible for the Distinction 
without the formality of ‘submitting a 
thesis. 
(4) The total number holding the Dis- 
tinction is 82. 
There are several strange features: the 
small number taking the exam.; e 
absence of a single successful candidate; the 
admission of 82 candidates by a method not 
generally known and the unsuccessful 
candidates being denied a second attempt if 
they wished, due to the changed method 
of awarding the Distinction. This must be 
the only occasion in which an exam. from 
inception to demise has not had a single 


pass. 
Qualified Town Planners are in great de- 
mand and the demand is increasing. In 
view of these figures, where are they to 
come from and how are they being en- 
couraged?

VILLAGE CENTRE 


IN THE COTSWOLDS 


BY CHRISTOPHER NICHOLSON 


GENERAL.—The village centre is 
for three Cotswold villages—Coln 
St. Aldwyn, Hatherop and Quening- 
ton. It consists of two main sec- 
tions, the hall wing and the club 
wing, which can be used either 
together or independently. There 
is a small entrance wing with 
cloakrooms, intended.to serve both. 
The bar and kitchen forming a 
central service unit with separate 
entrance, can also serve both parts 
of the building. 

SITE.—The River Coln runs along 
the south-east side of the site and 


the gently sloping area between 


the river and the existing gravel 
track is levelled for playing fields. 
These consist of two hard tennis 
courts, a bowling green, a children’s 
play-ground, and areas for cricket 
and soccer. On the other side of 
the track the ground slopes up 
steeply and the building is sited 
here to give a good view over the 
playing fields and river, and to use 
the existing track as an entrance 
drive. The terrace in the angle of 
the building faces south and the 
swimming bath adjacent to it is 
sheltered by a steep grass bank on 
the N.W. side. 


PLAN.—1. Entrance Wine.— 
The lobby is large enough to be 
used for selling tickets. The men’s 
lavatory and changing room are 
approached by a covered way which 
forms the entrance porch and the 
women’s lavatory and changing > 
room direct from the lobby. 2.CLuB 
Wine. The club is divided from the 
entrance lobby by double doors and 
may also be entered from the ter- 
race on the south-east side of the 
building. The lounge, 240 sq. ft., 
serves three purposes: (1) as bar, 
when servery is open ; (2) as lobby 
to terrace entrance, and (3) as ex- 
tension to the common room. The 
bar servery connects directly to the 
kitchen so that the two canbe under 
the same supervision and so that 


drinks can be served to the hall via 
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the kitchen when required. The 
common room, 416 sq. ft., has an 
open fire and large sliding doors 
between it and the lounge. The 
billiards room, 636 sq. ft., is con- 
nected with the bar by a higher 
level passage. This also forms a 
platform for chairs along the side 
of the room. It accommodates 
the room to the fall of the ground 
and gives a good view of the game. 
3. Hatt Wine. The hall, with 
seating room for 300, is a suitable 
size fora badminton court. A 3-ft. 
high balcony runs along the west 
side and leads to the dressing rooms. 
It provides additional seating for 
38: people and may be used for 
7 table tennis or for watching 
activities in the hall. The dress- 
ing rooms each have a small 
lavatory adjoining and the larger 
room can be used for a committee 
room. Alternatively they can be 
used as changing rooms for visiting 
i teams, and an external door close 
by serves these rooms and the 
stage. The kitchen has a serving 


Oo, hatch and a door leading to the 
Fea hall. Storage for chairs and games 


oe equipment is below the hall, and 
SITE PLAN. owing to the slope of the ground is 
lean vane accessible in front from the drive. 
CONSTRUCTION.—The hall and 


balcony are spanned by asymetri- 
cal reinforced concrete frames, and 
the wings. by light timber trusses. 
It is proposed to use a proprietary 
type of insulated copper roofing, . 
and all roof pitches are 15 deg. 
Walls are of cavity construction, 
the outside part being of cotswold 
stone for the gable walls, and 
rendered brickwork for the other 
walls. A shallow stone plinth is 
carried right round the building. 
Window and door openings in 
rendered walls have projecting 
concrete surrounds, and those in 
gable walls are set back in plain 
stone reveals. 


The associated architect in 
the scheme is Eleanor God- 
iy the model was made by

John Betjeman * think of Aber- 
deen granite as that highly polished pink 
stuff which flushes the white cheeks of 
Metropolitan cemeteries and forms glisten- 
ing shafts to Gothic Revival facades. But 
the granite which comes from the immedi- 
ate neighbourhood of Aberdeen is grey 
and silver, a lovely stone, immensely 
durable, and worked with consummate skill 
in the deep shadowy quarries. The pink 
granite comes chiefly Petershead, 
thirty miles north of the city, and the 
Island of Mull on the other side of 
Scotland. Granite is the strongest building 
stone in these islands, the hardest to 
shatter and the hardest to work. More 
than a century ago blocks of this dense 

nite, twenty-five feet in length, were taken 
sem an Aberdeen quarry for St. George’s 
Hall, Liverpool. So hard is the stone that 
its joints are hardly perceptible, and a great 
column in such granite can be made to 
appear as a solid unjointed block, the 
joints invisible even in bright sunlight. 
Away down the tramlines to the north, 
surrounded by new granite housing estates 
at a decent distance, and on a rise above 


the beech-bordered meadowland of a river, 
stands Old Aberdeen, in which is a Cathe- 
dral, a University, and some Georgian 
houses, built of huge blocks of granite, a 
Strange textured place with an atmosphere 
of medieval and Jacobite grandeur about 
it, a place that really makes you feel you 
are in the northernmost seat of learning, 
so remote, so windswept. and of such a 
solid, grey strangeness. Here is the old 
King’s College of Aberdeen University, and 
here is its chapel, with a low tower from 
which spring ribs that support a Renais- 
sance style crown. St. Giles’, Edinburgh, 
and St. Nicholas, Newcastle, and St. 
Dunstan’s, in East London, have similar 
spired adornments. 
s) satisfactory as that of Aberdeen. This 
chapel is remarkable for its canopied stalls 
in dark oak, the only medieval church 
woodwork surviving complete in Scotland 
after the ravages of Knox. It is not at all 
like the lace-like soaring of the East 
Anglian woodwork. It is squat and square 
and rich with inventive designs through 
which trail wooded thistles. And to the 
solid architecture, designed for resisting 
storms, and simple because of the hardness 
of the granite from which it is made, the 
elaboration of this woodwork is a perfect 
contrast. Finally, there are windows like 
the rest of the chapel, very early sixteenth 
century, of a style so curious and original 
as to be unlike any Gothic outside Scot- 
land. The buttresses run up through the 
middle of the tracery and the arches of all 
the windows do not come to a point. but 
are depressed and round. Not far from 
King’s Chapel is St. Machar’s strange 
Cathedral. The west end is the thing to see, 


' seven tall lancets of equal height flanked 


by square towers with no openings. And 
on top of each tower a dumpy spire in a 
style half Gothic, half Renaissance. The 
interior has alas-been stripped of its plaster 
and ancient furnishings, except a wooden 
roof of some richness, though too high and 
dark to be visible, so that the effect of the 
building inside is merely one of size. 

You cannot.walk back and down the main 
streets of Aberdeen proper, as opposed to 
old Aberdeen, without being aware of the 
noble planning of late Georgian times. 
Wide streets, such as Union Street, stately 
groups of grey granite buildings in a Grecian 
style, crescents on hilltops and squares 
behind them. These are largely the work 
of two architects, friendly rivals, John Smith, 
the City Architect, and Archibald Simpson, 
the centenary of whose death in 1847 was 
celebrated in Aberdeen a week or two ago. 
Smith was, I think, the less interesting of 
the two. He built in correct classic and 15th 
century style and with granite, close-picked 
and single-axed, so that it was tamed to 
carry almost as much carving of capitals 
and mouldings as a softer building stone. 
A lovely screen in Union Street rather like 
that at Hyde Park Corner, is his, and many 
a handsome classic and English Perpen- 
dicular style public building. But the 
original genius is Archibald Simpson. At 
the start of my visit my attention was held 
by a huge wall of granite, so bold, so 
simple in design, so colossal in its propor- 
tions that I stood. puzzled. I had seen 
nothing like it before or since. Egyptian? 
Gréek? Eighteenth century? Modern? No, 
it can’t be modern, for see the granite is 
weathered. This was the New Market built 
by Archibald Simpson in 1842. The simple 
magnificence of the entrance is designed to 
show the strength and quality of grey granite. 
The architect realised that there was no point 
in carving this hard unyielding material into 
delicate detail. Let the stone speak for itself 
and then emphasize its scale and texture by 
a few strong mouldings and broad pilasters 
projecting only an inch or two from the face 
of the building. The inside of this covered 
market is worthy of its outside, colossal, 
simple, constructional. I seemed to be 
stepping into one of those many-vista’d 
engravings by Piranesi. It was a great oblong 


But none of these are. 


hall with curved ends and all around a row 
of plain circular-headed arches rising to the 
glass and timber roof. Halfway down the 
wall height ran a gallery ot shops. Shaits of 
sunlight slanted through the arches on to 
wooden shops and stalls of the central space 
andthe surrounding gallery. Archibald 
Simpson. Here was an architect of gemus, 
a Soane, a Hawksmoor, someone head and 
shoulders above the men of his time. Simp- 
son’s work is aimost always of the sort that 
depends on proportion tor its ornament, 
Two storey houses in crescents as at Bon- 
Accord and Marine Terrace, where subtlety 
depended on glazing bars in the windows, 
for instance, now alas too often destroyed 
in favour of plate glass. But his greatest 
work is a brick tower and spire opposite the 
Art Gallery. The fact that it is in red brick 
makes it stand out, but not glaringly, among 
the grey granite of the rest of the city. It 
must have looked more wonderful still when 
the lead spires for which Aberdeen was 
famous, were making further contrast. How 
can I tell you why this tall plain spire is so 
marvellous so that only Salisbury is in my 
opinion its rival? I think it is because of the 
way it grows out of the high, thin- 
buttressed tower below it, because of the 
pinnacles and tall gables at its base, because 
its very plainness is so carefully considered. 
It was designed in 1884, long before any 
architect had succeeded in creating in the 
Gothic style on Gothic principles of con- 
struction—all other architects were only 
imitating at-that time. 

No one can dismiss Marischal College, 


Aberdeen, when looking at the work of the © 


present century. Wedged behind a huge 
town hall in an expensive and attractive 
mid-Victorian baronial style, was a cluster of 
silver-white pinnacles. I turned down a lane 
towards them, the front broadened out. Oh! 
Bigger than any cathedral, tower on tower, 
forests of pinnacles, a group of palatial 
buildings rivalled only by the House of 
Parliament at Westminster. This was the 
famous Marischal College. Imagine the Vic- 
toria tower with a spire on top, and all that 
well-grouped architecture below of lesser 
towers and lines of pinnacles executed in the 
hardest white Rumnay granite and looking 
out over the grey-green North Sea, and you 
have some idea of the first impression this 
gigantic building creates. It rises on top of a 
simple Gothic one designed by Simpson in 
1840. But all these spires and towers and 
pinnacles are the work of this century and 
were designed by Sir Alexander Marshall 
Mackenzie. You have to see them to believe 
them. True, they do not bear close inspec- 
tion. The hollow central tower reveals a 
brick core within to support its spire, the 
inside hall seems small after all this outward 
magnificence—but as a piece of architectural 
showmanship, Marischal College is fine, an 
equivalent of Sir George Catley’s soaring 
University Tower at Bristol. 

Aberdeen’s best modern building is the 
addition to St. Andrew’s Episcopal Cathedral 
by J. N. Comper, an Aberdonian who has 
already done much distinguished work in the 
city. You go in by a rather dingy entrance 
in a flat Perpendicular-style building designed 
by Simpson in 1816 when he was a man of 
26. You’ push open the door and your heart 
gives a leap. There, stretching away as in an 
old Dutch oil-painting, is Comper’s superb 
renovation of the interior. White arcades by 
Simpson in a simple style with big mould- 
ings lead to a great double-aisled east end 
which Comper has added in a style which 
perfectly blends with the older building. 
White plaster vaulting diminishes away in 
perspective adorned with baroque gold and 
coloured shields. And there, at the far east 
end. is a great baldachin over the altar in 
burnished gold with a gold spire rising from 
its canopy in a manner reminiscent of the 
spire on King’s Chapel. And beyond the gold 
of this baldachin, intensely gold in this 
blazing whiteness, you see the deep blue 
tints, the green. and the red of Compers 
large east window.

The greatly 
improved effect likely to be ob- 
tained if both layout and houses 
were designed together to fit the 
site and suit the locality justified

this risk being taken. 

Fortunately, the Competition has 
been thoroughly successful in pro- 
ducing one set of drawings (No. 
22) of outstanding quality, that 
meet all requirements in a most 
satisfactory way. The winning 
house plans have the great merit 
of simplicity in arrangement, with 
rooms of useful shape, adequate 
storage facilities (including the 
good larders required by Yorkshire 
housewives) and staircases without 
winders. There is room to sit 
round fireplaces comfortably—an 
essential requirement in winter on 
the north-east coast. The plans 
of the one-storey dwellings for old 
people and the three-storey flats 
for single persons have the same 
good, straightforward qualities. 
From the constructional stand- 
point, the various plans are simple 
and economical. The equipment 
suggested is ample, but not 
over-elaborate, and there is every 
probability that all types can be 


built at prices likely to be approved 
by the Ministry of Health. The 
external treatment is outstandingly 
good, and achieves a marked sense 
of dignity by the general propor- 
tions of the buildings, with good, 
simply treated roofs with solid 
chimney stacks, and particularly 
by the very well proportioned 
double-hung sash windows—most 
suitable on this site for practical 
purposes. The interesting effect 
produced by different lengths of 
blocks, punctuating gables and 
dormers, and varying eaves lines, 
might perhaps be still further 
increased by some variation in the 
treatment of entrance doorways, 
but the general appearance is 
excellent, and well suited for 
suburban houses in an east-coast 
town. 

The blocks of flats, while designed 
in rather different style, show the 
same good proportions and have 
the desired domestic, rather than 
institutional character.

Greater London Plan: Memorandum by 
the Ministry of Town and Country Planning 
on the Report of the Advisory Committee 
for London Regional Planning.

Decentralization and redistribution of popu-

This is the third report on the planning of 
the Greater London Area, the two earlier 
ones being The Greater London Plan by Sir 
Patrick Abercrombie (HMSO, 1945, 25s.), 
and The Report of the Advisory Committee 
for London Regional Planning (HMSO, 
1946, 2s. 6d.). 

The Government accept the proposal to 
restrain the overall growth of London and 
agree with the preservation of a green belt 
round London. The originally proposed new 
towns at Stapleford, Ongar, Margaretting, 
Crowhurst, Holmwood and White Waltham 
are not to be proceeded with. Their sites 
are either too near an existing town or 
occupy land which is too valuable to agri- 
culture. The four new towns of Stevenage, 
Hemel Hempstead, Harlow and Crawley- 
Three Bridges have been approved in prin- 
ciple and steps have been taken to develop 
them. The decisions with regard to the pro- 
posed new towns of Meopham and Pitsay- 
Laindon have been reserved. It is stated 
that other new towns will be needed in the 
course of decentralization. 

The proposal to disperse an additional 
population of 167,000 into the green belt 
ring has not been accepted by the Minister. 
But recommendations for the expansion of 
Newbury, Aylesbury, Bletchley, Chelms- 
ford, Witham and Basingstoke are being 
examined and will be discussed with the 
local authorities. 

The redistribution of industry within the 
region as envisaged in the Advisory Com- 
mittee’s report will not be sufficient. A pro- 
portion of manufacturing industries, Gov- 
ernment offices, commerce and service indus- 
tries will need to be decentralized beyond 
the fifty mile radius to other parts of the 
country. New industrial development should 
not be permitted in the Inner Urban or 
Suburban Rings. 


The Memorandum contains detailed recom- 
mendations with regard to major radial roads, 
ring and sub-arterial roads, and to parkways 
illustrated by a general highway diagram. 
Airways, navigable waterways, railways and 
markets are other aspects briefly discussed 
under the section dealing with communica- 
tions. 

It is the Minister’s intention to prepare a 
plan to show the land around London which, 
as green belt or green wedges, must be pre- 
served from development. He agrees in prin- 
ciple with the Advisory Committee’s recom- 
mendations for standards of open space 
provision, recreational and sports centres, 
and local green belts. 

The Memorandum briefly refers to the ques- 
tion of administration and public services, 
and concludes with a number of appendices 
providing most important statistical data on 
the proposed expansion of existing towns 
within the green belt ring and within the 
outer country ring, a summary of accepted 
expansions, and a summary of population 
proposals.

This clearly written and comprehensive 
report aims not only at initiating Govern- 
ment action: but also at enlisting the public’s 
interest and approval of the proposals put 
forward. It is stated that all public and 
private development should endeavour to 
preserve and improve amenities. This can 
only be achieved through planning schemes 
if legislation on compensation and better- 
ment js forthcoming. Larger areas of par- 
ticular beauty should be scheduled as 
National Parks: under Government control, 
and National Parks Commission 
appointed. Smaller areas of scientific and 
educational interest should be selected as 
Nature Reserves to be cared for by local 
authorities or other appropriate bodies. 
Action is urgently needed to preserve the 
natural scenery of the coastal areas. A pro- 
tected zone is proposed for the whole coast- 
line in which siting and design of new build- 
ings should be strictly controlled. A con- 
tinuous footpath around the whole coast is 
suggested. 

Effective legislation should be introduced 
to counteract the defects of ribbon develop- 
ment along the main roads, to provide for 
road improvement schemes, to control out- 
door advertising, and to check ruthless tree- 
cutting. A vigorous tree-planting policy 
should be embarked upon.

Why You Should Avoid Housing Construc- 
tion on Refuse Landfills. Rolf Eliassen. 
(Engineering News-Record [USA], May 1, 
1947, pp. 756-760.) 

Re-grading and opening of trenches on 
housing site filled five years previously with 
rubbish and garbage exposed decomposing 
garbage with a resulting stench. Odour 
could be controlled with an oxidizing agent 
sprayed on the exposed refuse.

FARM BUILDINGS 


How Concrete Can Help the Dairy Farmer. 
(Cement and Concrete Association, Fifth 
kdition. Free.) 


Reprint of useful brochure dealing with 
cow-hpuses, dairy, ice houses, manure pits, 
concrete yards and walks, silos. 


This little book was written before the 
Ministry of Agriculture Report on’ Farm 
Buildings (Post-War Building Studies No. 
17) came out. This, however, only occa- 
sionally leads to conflicting statements, such 
as the controversial 800 cub. ft. of air space 
per cow, which is an expensive and un- 
necessary luxury that could be dispensed 
with by good ventilation. Similar dis- 
crepancies can be discovered in the recom- 
mendations about window and ventilation 
areas, and the position of ventilators. 
Nevertheless, a cowhouse built on the lines 
indicated .in the brochure would pass for 
certified milk production and conform to 
the T.T. Milk (Special Designations) Regu- 
lations. This up-grading of milk brings a 
reward of something in the order of £75 
p.a. for a herd of 20 to 25 cows in the form 
of bonus earnings. There is no doubt that 
concrete in its various forms, especially the 
new light concretes, should be particularly 
useful to farmers, because they are per- 
manent building materials, entitling them to 
cheap 40 year loans from the Lands Im- 
provement Company. 

As usual, the pamphlet brings a useful 
list of grades of concrete for various appli-

HANGARS 


Hangars Analysed. Fred N. Severud. 
(The Architectural Record [USA], April, 
1947, pp. 115-124.) 


Analysis of various types of wide span 
hangars. New forms of construction. 


Examples of existing hangars are shown 
to equal scale to allow of easy comparison. 
19 different types of hangars are tabulated 
and commented upon. 
_ Fireproofing is an important requirement, 
it may be achieved either by the construc- 
tion itself (shell concrete), or by separate 
protection. Vermiculite plaster is extremely 
efficient. Where there is exact repetition, 
shell hangars are favourable. 

There is an interesting difference in steel 
tonnages required by three-hinged arches as 
compared to rigid frames with straight 
members. An example of the former type 
of 275 ft. span in structural steel, includ- 
ing bracing required 22.5 Ib./sq. ft. as 
against a rigid frame type of 264 ft. span 
with 38.8 lb./sq. ft. Economy of materials 
always follows rounded structural forms, 
such as arches, shells, domes.

The Structure of Wood. H. E. Desch, B.sc., 
M.A., D.PHIL., F.S.1. (Wood, March, 1947,

vation of general characteristics of distinc- 
tive features such as a marked laterwood 
zone, an abrupt or gradual transition from 
early wood, the presence or absence of 
resin markings, hardness and texture (size of 
. individual cells) to define its commercial

In addition, the method may be useful in 
ascertaining the suitability of a sample of 
timber for a particular purpose; for in- 
stance, woods with an abundance of tyloses 
(gumlike substances} are difficult to 
impregnate ‘with wood preservatives, but are 
on the other hand frequently resistant to 
decay. 

From the architect’s point of view, per-

BRIGHTNESS IN HOUSES. 


Studies of Illumination and Brightness in 
Residential Interiors. E. . Commery. 
(Illum. Engineering [USA], Jan., 1947, p. 87.) 
Theory of brightness contrast; measure- 
ments; types of light; specular and diffuse 
reflections. Interesting and useful article, 
well illustrated. 


There is a good general discussion of the 
basis of refined lighting, and how it has to be 
modified to suit the present low levels of 
illumination in houses. Analysis develops 
three zones, No. 1 for the object of atten- 
tion (e.g., a book or sewing), No. 2 for the 
immediate background, and No. 3 for the 
general environment. The _ relationship 
between these three is the whole basis of 
comfort, but not a great deal is known about 
the requirements. Pending further studies it 
is suggested that in zone 1 the brightness 
contrasts should be as high as possible, or at 
least the illumination should be in accord- 
ance with code values; zone 2 should not be 
brighter than zone 1 nor less than one-tenth 
of its brightness; zone 3 should not contain 
substantial areas having brightness less than 
one-tenth of zone 1, and near the line of 
vision they should not be more than ten 
times zone 1. The nearer zones 2 and 3 
approach to zone 1, the higher the comfort 
will be. 

In a study of an example room it is stated 
that when zone 1 was at its maximum in 
relation to the other two, the lighting seemed 
harsh, but that when less extremes were 
present, comfort was much greater. 

Measurements of brightness in the example 
room are given and related to the observed 
effects. Two of the light sources used are 
described, one being a fluorescent cone light- 
ing with parabolic reflectors, and the other 
the so-called ceiling “ down-light ” which is 
rapidly taking hold of American practice. 
This is a 150-watt source, in a reflector, sus- 
pended above a 3-in. aperture in the ceiling, 
and measurements indicate that it is capable 
of providing 35-175 foot candles in the 
region beneath. 

The paper concludes with a considerable 
study of specular reflection from printed 
paper surfaces, and shows how the brightness 
contrasts of the lettering fall off rapidly 
with decreases in direct illumination. 

There is no doubt that this js a line of study 
urgently needing development. It could be 
readily employed in schools of architecture 
for study and demonstration, but something 
in the nature of laboratory development 
work is also an important requirement. 
Meanwhile this article will be found of 
direct value to architects.

2906 DESIGNATION OF FIRM 


Q (1) A firm of Architects and Surveyors 

has three partners—one partner is 
qualified as an Architect and a Surveyor, 
one partner as a Surveyor only, and one as 
an Architect only. At present the firm 
describes itself as ““ John Smith & Partners, 
Chartered Architects & Surveyors.” Is this 
correct and permissible? 

(2) If the name of the firm were altered 
and each of the partners named, would it 
be permissible to describe the firm as 
“Smith, Brown & Green, Chartered Archi- 
tects and Surveyors ”? 

A In either of the cases (1) and (2) the firm 

would be entitled to describe themselves 
as architects and surveyors provided that the 
architectural work is controlled by the archi- 
tect partner or partners of the firm. This 
follows from Section 17 of the Architects 
(Registration) Act, 1931, as amended: by 
Section 1, sub-Section 3, of the 1938 Act. 
In law under the Interpretation Act singular 
and plural are interchangeable unless the 
context otherwise requires. 

A firm is not entitled to use the collective 
designation “ Chartered Architects ” unless 
each member of the firm is also a member of 
the Royal Institute. Similarly, it would be 
wrong for them to use the designation 
“Chartered Surveyors ” unless each member 
is also a member of the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors. The correct designa- 
tion would be “ Architects and Surveyors ” 
after the name of the firm, and then the 
appropriate description after the name of 
each partner.
